"Even in states tha t allow divorce 


for that worst of crir aes, the evil is 
committed for the VCIY purpose that 
the law forbids—namely, to provide 
a way of getting a divorce.- 


The husband is usutally the cause 


of divorce, as woman Is finer nature 
protects her and she se Idom is guilty 
of giving cause »for hjer husband to 
leave her. Where the wife is guilty 
she is more hurt tha?j the husband,- 
and is usually sorry and leads a 
proper life, while if she becomes in- 
different there is slender hope, for 
her. 
The husband i.s usually indif- 


ferent -when he violates his marriage 
vows, but in either case the degree 
of guilt is the same."" 


Speaking of Miss Anna Hall's bill, 


which proposes ^thai the, incurably 
sick and hopelessly, wounded be put 
to death by. physicians, he said: 
HI am most emnhatically opposed 


to it. It is outrageous and nothing 
less than legalized murder. "It is 
directly against the commandment, 
•Thou shall not kill,' and is opposed 
to all the teachings of Christianity, 
Capital punishment does not come in 
the same category. 


"It is proper for the state in cer-
